The Inter-State Commerce Bill. 


[Wean. tor. N.jt. Tribune.]

The situation «f affairs surrounding the 


Inter-State Cominen^ bill has been some- 
what complicated by Its reference tD the 
Attorney Genertl by the President. While 
opinions differ as to! the vleWa ol Mr 
Cleveland respecting! the several proL' 
visions of the measure;, the tact that ne re- 
ferred It to his l«gaj adviser In the Cabinet 
was sufficient tvidenpe that he was not 
satisfied In his own mind from a cursory 
examination of its constitutionality. 
In, 


connection witt this; point considerable 
pabllo Interest has been excited. It is well 
known that this measure In s abstantlally Its, 
present form ha i bfjen before Cobgress for i 
several years, but ithe fact bat. not thus 
far been recalled/that Mr. Garlaad in his 
capacity as United States Senator ex-; 
pressed a most [emphatic opliuon In op- 
position to tte aill on constitutional 
grounds. 
The quastipn therefore arises 


will the Attorney Qeneral. In bis altered 
official relations ignpf e the views expressed 
only two years agoi and decide that What 
was then not wit bin the power of Congress. 
to do under the Constitution may to-day 
be accomplished, 
notwithstanding the 


absence of any newly-acquired, power In 
the meantime? When this same question 
was under debale loJ the Senate on January' 
i 1885, Mr. Garland said': 


"While Congiess In the exercise of a 


legislative power delegated to it by the 
Constitution may do a thing, where do We 
flnd the power in Congress to delegate 
this authority delegated to it, to a mere 
commission of sjven or five or three, as 
the case may be? . , . The Congress 
of the United States.'in .this bill . . i is 
divesting itself of ils legislative .power as 
to regulating commerce among the States 
and putting ft in theihands of a commis- 
sion. . - • Senators may examine this 
section and see if I am correct that .the 
commission provided in this bill has the 
supervision of the regulation of commerce. 
IVe get this power, so, tar as Congress Is 
concerned, entirely from the Constitution, 
to regulate commerce among the States; 
that is, in other words translated properly, 
to make rules to, govern commerce among 
the States. Bui here we say, we Will not 
do this, but wll transfer it to a cdnimis- 
sion to make these laws, these regulations 
and supervise them. Thatjs the starting 
point of the bill. Iti takes a very large 
space, that is, the legislative feature of the 
bill delegating the regulation of commerce 
to the commisslc n." 


.Now, this language strikes 'at the very • 


root of the measure; namely, the creation 
of the commissio'n .Itself with power to 
regulate commerce. Havjng disposed, of 
this point Mr. Gar and proceeded to con- 
sider the functions of the Commission as a 
court. Section 11 of the present bill em- 
powers the con mission to obtafn full In- 
formation from common carriers and.to re- 
quire the attendauce.and testimony of wit- 
nesses and the production of books, pa- 
pers, etc., and clothes theji with the right 
to invoke the aid of any United States 
Court in requir ng the attendance of Wit- 
nesses and the p :od jctioh of necessary1 in- 
formation. Speiklog upon this feature of 
the bill, Mr. Garland said: 
, 


"The bill gives this cotninissiou the com- 


pulsory power it once :o compel the pro- 
duction of books and papers and the at- 
tendance of parties and subjects , the 
companies to thib investigation and wit- 
nesses to this compulsory process .,;. . 
Never before in ;be case cf ipere putside 
commissions has the power to cam'pel the 
attendance of witnesses been given. Con- 
gress sometimes seek to compel such at- 
tendance througJ its own comra ttees, but 
the Supreme Court n the recent Xilbourne 
case sheared this power down very materi- 
ally. . . . This is the' power which I 
contend, under the Constitution,we ciinnol 
put into the ban Js of this commission. We 
cannot do it,* uough we have unlimited 
control over interstate commerce under the 
Constitution when /we understand what 
interstate commerce is; wjhen we haveAre- 
scribed what it is, yst we cannot do tpis. 
There are other provisions of the Constitu- 
tion which stand as high as tijat and are of 
as much importance, and as much sacred- 
ness, and as n.uch dignity, that forbid jtbe 
rlothingof this commission with tbe pow- 
er that is here proposed to be elven." 


There is other language in Sir.Garlard'f 


speech in tbe Senate which is fully as 
strong as any above qnoted. 
, His posit'on, 


therefore, will b3 an extremely awkward 
one when he comes [to be confronted w itl: 
his own argument Jn the very points and 
in the very case he is now called on to def 
cide. 
Interest

particular. Mr. Garland is his const tu- 
tional adviser, and to him the quest ion 
has been referred. Recognizing the po- 
litical bearings cf the meisure as being in

the! bill constitutional?
